Every one who listens to good music at times face the sly demon 
of doubt. What am I doing? Is this a waste of time? Haa music 
any value, or is it just a harmless form of self-indulgenoe? 
C. J. McNaspy , the former dean of Loy ola University ’s College 
of Music, New Orleans, say s that there’s a lot to be said in favor 
of muaic. He points out that recent psy chology is not at all dis­ 
heartening on the subject. 
What does music do for the individual? Musicologist McNaspy , 
director of the American Record Society , ex -plains how it relieve* 
the dread demon of loneliness. 
"The overpowering ex perience of human beings in our century 
is a senae of isolation, of loneliness. Like it or not, man is very 
often made to feel that he is an island, isolated from his fellows. 
Music releases him from his Isolation. 
"It’s an ideal refuge from seclusion. Enter a gathering’ of 
strangers. The mood, at first, is separateness. Turn on music, and 
instantly the strangers are galvanized into a group ” 
Music has also been found to have real therapeutic value. Psy ­ 
chologist* have found that those who are phy sically ill, and even 
more thooe who are mentally disturbed, may be lifted by music 
from much of their distress. Even music listened to alone, with 
radio or phonograph, has been found to make a difference.
